Premier Joseph Stalin accepted British Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin's 
assurances yesterday that Britain had no intention of denouncing the Anglo-Rus- 
sian alliance. It is now clear that you and I share the same viewpoint with regard 


to the treaty,” Stalin stated. In à note to Bevin Stalin said 
the Soviet government was also ready to discuss extension 
of the 20-year treaty to 50 years providing it is freed from

Stalin indicated Bevin's previous 
declaration that Great Britain is not 
tied to anybody caused some per- 
plexity.” Bevin's statement could be 


used by enemies of Anglo-Soviet 
friendship, Stalin added. 


While critical of certain reserva- 
tions in the treaty signed between 
the two powers in 1942, Stalin noted 
that it still “imposes obligations on 
our countries.” 


The relief felt in London after 
receiving Stalin’s note was apparent 
when Bevin instructed Sir Maurice 
D. Peterson to thank Stalin for his 
“very frank and helpful statement.” 

A crisis in Britain’s foreign re- 
lations resulted from Bevin’s radio 
broadcast of Dec. 22 when he said 
Britain ties itself to no other na- 
tions. This had been intended as 


a reply to trade unionists and mem 


bers of Parliament of his own party. 
These critics attacked the Bevin- 
Attlee government for participating 
in the Anglo-American alliance 
against Russia. Bevin's speech 80 
criticized in Pravda as a disavowal 
of the Anglo-Russian alliance.

THE DEMOCRATIC REPUB- 
LIC of Viet Nam was proclaimed 
on Aug. 28, 1945, by a combina- 
tion of independence parties and 
people’s organizations which con- 
tinued the struggle against Japan 
after’ the Vichyites had surren- 
dered to Nipponese occupation. 

After Japan's defeat, Anglo- 
French forces succeeded in sup- 
pressing the independence fight- 
ers in the South. The French 
were able to reestablish their 
grip on the rich rice province of 
Cochin-China, which includes the 
Saigon naval base, and on the 
lesser states of Cambodia and 
Laos. 


After six months of : warfare, / 


the Annamese republicans were 


able to wrest from the French 


recognition of Viet Nam, which 
had established its sovereignty 
over Annam and Tonkin to the 
North. The Annamese also consti- 
tute the great majority of the 
population of Cochin-China, 
which is considered by them part 
of Viet Nam. 


According to the agreement of 
last March, Viet Nam was recog- 
nized as a free republic within the 
French Union. French armed 
forces were tc be limited to 15,000 
and completely withdrawn within 
five years. Cochin-China was 
promised a free plebiscite on join- 
ing Viet Nam.

Once the question ot the new 
Cabinet is settled in France, it is 
inconceivable that French dem- 
ocratic forces will permit this 
colonial war to continue much 
longer. The colonial crisis through-

no colonial power can escape 
its consequences. It must be 
solved progressively if the out- 
come at home is to be democratic.
